UNCONSCIOUS IN THE FLAMES. 


‘MABEL UNGER WOULD HAVE 


BURNED TO DEATH BUT 
FOR QUICK AID. 


HIS HANDS BADLY BLISTERED. 


Dougherty Has Saved Three or Four 
Lives by Presence of Mind, Cour- 
age and the Accident of 
Being at Hand. 


But for the bravery of John Dougherty of 
4913 Cottage avenue, Mabel Unger, aged

He pushed by 
Mrs. Unger, who was calling for some one 
to save the girl, and made his way upstairs, 

Through the smoke and flames he reached

Gathering up the limp 
form, Dougherty made his way to tne street 
just as the Fire Department laddies arrived 
and gave him a shout for his bravery. 

“T did nothing but what any other person 
would have done in my position,”

sion, and last summer rescued a drowning 
boy at Meramec Highlands.

The Craze Has Struck St. Louis and in the Next Two Months 
Fully 1,000 Persons Will Begin the Journey From Here. 


Already the Klondike rush of 1898 has begun, and in a few weeks’ time an eager 
army of hopeful men will be congesting all the avenues of travel leading to the 
Land of Icy Promise. 

Nothing like it in the history of gold-seeking was known before. The days of’ 
pale into insignificance beside it. The silver crazes of Colorado, Montana and Idaho 
seem as nothing in comparison. Even the great rush to South Africa, from which 
this country happily escaped, was small beside the mighty exodus which is now pre- 
paring to set forth for gold or death or disappojntment, as the case may prove, to 
that frozen north country from which such fabulous tales have come. The indica- 
tions are that 50,000 will set forth from the regions east of the Rocky Mountains, 
and that the Pacific States may double this tremendous total. 

To this must be added the hordes Canada and Mexico will send to swell the 
host ‘and the thousands that will go from Europe. Even South Africa, the land that 
has made millionaires of a few and beggars of a multitude, will contribute thou- 
sands of men who have failed to find fortune at the south, but will try again for 
that elusive, yet ever-beckoning “pile” at the other end of the globe. 

Men who are watching the situation declare that the only limit to the number of 
those who will sail for the north from the Northwestern ports will be the limit of 
transportation facilities. Ships now in commission are carrying 2000 passengers:& 
week. They can hand when overcrowded, as they will be, 20,000 a month. But this 
capacity will soon be doubled. 

Six large steamers are now on their way around the Horn, and others are bulld- 
ing in the Pacific shipyards, which will add tremendously to the carrying capacity. 
There will also be sailing vessels without number fitted to carry passengers, and 
England is making ready to send steamers direct. The Tartar was scheduled to leave 
Southampton on Feb. 1 for Dyea ty way of Cape Town and Vancouver, the Athene- 
um will follow on Feb. 10, and there is talk of a weekly service on this route should 
the business demand it. 

While the Post-Dispatch here estimates the ~robable number who will go from 
the United States at 150,000, agents of the transcontinental railroads say 200,000 will 
be handled by their roads. 

The Seattle estimate, based on present indications, is 100,000 people before Sept. 1. 
Steamship agents at Tacoma report that 10,000 Klondikers have already engaged 
passage on Alaska vessels, and they expect to send 80,000 more from that port In 


their scheduled capacity. 
The Chicago offices have booked more than seven thousand passengers who 


will leave for Alaska before April 1. More than half of these, after careful study, 
have decided not to go to the Klondike, but to the valleys of other rivers and

in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. He is of the opin- 
fon that the children of those cities and schools 
which have abandoned the use of the rod, will be- 
come better citizens than will those trained in the 
old. way. Dr. Harris, however, does not support 
this assertion with any statistics. 

Just here it is interesting to note that contempo- 
raneously with the retirement of the rod from 
schools in cities there was a corresponding gradual 
but marked increase of boldness on the part of the 
public, manifesting itself in disrespect for existing 
laws and customs of the land. ~“

good pupils by whipping the bad. Other friends 
of public echools claim the herding of good and 
bad is one of the beauties of the system. It would 
be better, however. if good children never met bad 
ones, but there can be no doubt but that the op- 
portunity of being with well-behaved children is a 
God-send. to ill-raised ones; and since virtue and 
vice must come face to face in the public schools, 
it will more securely fortify virtue to be taught 
where there is occasion, the salutary lesson, that 
the way of the transgressor is hard.

HE IS GARCIA’S MOUTHPIECE. 


Lieut. Col. Frederick Funston Tells of the Cuban 
War. 

Lieut.-Col. Frederick Funston, Chief of Artillery 
in the Cuban Army, was dined by Miss Mary Norris 
Berry at the Hotel Normandie Sunday. He is on his 
way to visit his mother in Iola, Kan. He hasn't 
seen her in two years. 

“I expect the Cuban war to end by June 1,” Col. 
Funston says. At the outside limit it cannot last 
over six months. Cuba is willing to do what is fair 
in indemnifying Spain for her war expenditures. 
Cuba expects no help from the United States, Gen. 
Garcia himself has told me this. The Spanish 
army is in revolt. Five thousand of its conscript 
soldiers have deserted. 1 saw twenty-one desert 
from one company.” 

“What is done with these deserters?’ 

“They are put to work on insurgent farms, One 
has 200 acres. The farms raise vegetables for the 
insurgent army. You don't hear of our battles. The 
biggest ever fought on Cuban soll was not reported 
here. It was the battle of Baymo. It was fought in 
December. Gen. Garcia's army ef insurgents 
routed 4509 Spaniards, after a five-hour hand-to- 
hand struggle. There was a bayonet charge ~ j the 
Spaniards. The insurgents won by a series of am- 
ruscades. Not over 20 Am ricans are now serving 
in the Cuban army.

He knew he had a 
very badly bruised left eye and face, be- 
cause he could feel it swelling. 

He managed to find his way into the 
houze and to bed about 3 o’clock and fell 
across the bed with his clothes on. He 
never moved until 7 a. m. Monday. Then 
he was gasping for breath.

The au- 
thorities there wrote back that they. had 
no photograph and did not want to send 
a man unless they were reasonably sure 
the right person had been arrested.

WAS ORGANIZED BY OTHERS. 


| MERIWETHER’S MEN STAMPEDED 
THE HOLLAND BUILDING 
MEETING YESTERDAY. 


GOOD MEN PERPLEXED. 


They Didn’t Know “Hew” Was Back 
of the Move—A Body Blow to 
Gov. Stephens’ St. Louis 
Lieutenant. 


“My connection with the call for the or- 
ganization of a downtown Democratic 
club has expired,’’ said Judge John M. 
Wood Monday morning. ‘The effort to or- 
ganize a club seems to have succeeded, but 
the effort to organize’one free from faction- 
alism failed. 

“At the Sunday afternoon meeting the 
same old fight appeared, and it seems im- 
possible’ to get the Democrats of this cily 
together on amicable ground. 

“Representing nobody but myself, I deny 
that I was captured. I didn’t know Hugh 
srady was interested in the call for the 
meeting. In my old-fashioned Democratic 
way I suppesed anybody could organize a 
club, and when the matter was broached 
to me of having a downiown organization 
I readily assented. In a talk with ex-Gov. 
Stone about the matter, several weeks ago, 
he said a movement of that kind was con- 
templated and I suggested there should be 
four central clubs—the Jefferson Club for 
the: West End, one downiown, one in 
North and one in South St. Louis, 

‘‘My only biasiness at the meeting of Sun- 
day afternoon was to present a letter from 
Gov. Stone approving the organization of a 


downtown club. [ reached the Holland 
build ng at g:15. The elevators were run- 


ning only at long intervals and so 1 walked 
the twelfth floor with others. There 
Tl found the meeting had been held and 
a temporary organization effected. I found 
the temporary chairman, Mr. Nordemeyer, 
coming out of the hall, and gave him Gov. 
Stone’s letter. 

‘Everybody seemed to be going away to 
a hall on YVocust street, where there would 
be accommodation for the large crowd that 
had gathered. At the foot of the steps 
I met Mr. Lee, chairman of the City Com- 
mittee, and asked him what was the mat- 
ter. He said a faction had rushed in and 
taken charge of everything. I] asked what 
he proposed doing. He said he didn’t know, 
and then went away. I followed the crowd 
to Bowman's hall, rémained there awhile 
and returned home. 


“I didn’t know it was a Meriwether 
crowd, as I am not mixed up with the 
factions. I thought they were all plain 
Democrats. No, I didn’t join the new or- 
€an.zation. Nobody asked me to.’’ 


his is the unvarnished story of how 
good men, innocently involved in the or- 
Ranization of a Brady “Tammany Hall,”’ 
Were captured by anti-Bradyites. Judge 
W ood, for one, has learned that there can 
never be any harmony among St. Louis 
Democrats on the basis of Hugh Brady and 
Gov. Stephens. A downtown organization 
has been formed, as the Electidn Commis- 
sioner had planned, but he doesn’t own it, 
prominent Democrats who called a 
meeting for Sumday afternoon at the Hol- 
land building to organize ‘‘a strong, cen- 
trally located Democratic club in St. Louis, 
upeun a basis of harmony and free of fac- 
tionalism,’’ were astonished at the extent 
and ertnus‘asm of the response, and at the 
end were sorely disappointed with the re- 
sult. 
lt was the apparent purpose of the pro- 
posed meeting to organize a Brady machine 
in coanection with the City Democratic 
Committee. It failed because hundreds of 
anti-Bradyites, including many Meftweth- 
erites, caplured the crowd, organized the 
meeting and continued their session at 
Bowman's Hall, farther up the street.

ites had possession of counterfeit letters of 


invitation. They were not
